Suite au dépôt du rapport de la 
Commission des droits de la per- 
sonne sur les gais et lesbiennes, le 
Comitésurlaviolencefaiteauxgais 
a organisé, mardi dernier, un panel 
qui tombait à point dans la cam- 
pagne électorale. 

Des représentants du Parti libéral et 
du Parti québécois ont eu à répondre 
aux questions des membres du Comité 
sur la violence faite aux gais quant à 
leurs intentions réelles d’appliquer les 
40 recommandations présentées dans 
le rapport de la Commission des droits 
de la person ne. Étaient présents l’actuel 
ministre de la Sécurité publique, Rob- 
ert Middlemis, Martin Oré, candidat 
libéral dansSte-Marie / St-Jacques, ainsi 
que les péquistes Denis Lazure, critique 
en matière de sécurité publique et An- 
dré Boulerice, candidat dansSte-Marie / 
St-Jacques. 

Monsieur Middlemis a profité de 
l’occasion pour annoncer la création 



d’un comité interministériel qui étudi- 
era les possibilités de réalisation et 
d’application des recommandations du 
rapport sur les droits des gais et lesbi- 
ennes. Iü ministre de la Sécurité pub- 
lique a aussi promis une meilleure for- 
mation du corps policier. « Dans la 
formation des policiers, il faut respect- 
er le fait gai », a-t-il expliqué. 

Middlemis a enfin engagé le Parti 
libéral du Québec à verser 150 000$ sur 
trois ans pour la création d’une table 
multipartite, parrainée par le Comité 
sur la violence et qui aura pour but 
d’initier des solutions au problème de 
la violence faite aux gais et lesbiennes. 
Soulignons qu’à Montréal seulement, il 
y a eu 15 meurtres homophobes depuis 
quatre ans. « À même mon budget dis- 
crétionnaire, j’ai aussi envoyé 2000$ 
pour votre projet », a-t-il voulu se tar- 
guer. 

Mais la réplique a tourné au vinai- 
gre. Le porte-parole du Comité sur la 
violence, Roger Leclerc, a publiquement 
refusé le chèque de 2000$, qu’il a remis 



au ministre. « Je vous remets votre 
chèquede2000$ :c’estuneinsulte.Nous 
demandons 170 000S, pas 2000, a-t-il 
expliqué. Deux mille dollars, ça ne vaut 
pas 15 meurtres!» 

« Il faut vivre selon nos moyens, 
s’est défendu le ministre. Ce n’est pas 
seulement votre communauté qui se 
fait couper. Je regrette que le 2000$ ne 
soit pas satisfaisant, mais je ne peux 
m’engager à donner des sommes que je 
n’ai pas. Je suis responsable. » Après 
l’altercation, Middlemis a quitté lepanel 
pour se rendre à une autre rencontre. 

De son côté, le Parti québécois a 
garanti le montant de 170 000$ par an- 
née pour les trois prochaines années s’il 
est élu. L’annonce a été faite par le 
députésortantdeSte-Marie/St-Jacques, 
André Boulerice. Ce dernier a aussi 
dénoncé certaines mesures policières 
« un peuoléolé «envers lacommunau- 
té gaie et lesbienne en accusant des 
membres du corps policier de «jouer 
les petits pinochets dans les bars gais ». 
11 a qualifié les fouilles avec gants de 



latex de « particulièrement insultantes 
de la part d’un service de police ». 

Sur la reconnaissance des conjoint- 
es de même sexe, le Parti québécois a 
clairement annoncé qu’il entendait re- 
connaître les conjoint-es de fait. « Ma 
réponse, c’est oui », s’est exclamé Boul- 
erice : « Nous allons suivre le pro- 
gramme du parti; notre programme est 
très clair là-dessus. » Mais il a tempéré 
sa réponse : « Cependant, on dépend 
de mononde Ottawa... » 

LePLQ, surcette question, a préféré 
s’en remettre aux conclusions éven- 
tuellesducomité interministériel. Mar- 
tin Oré, qui affronte Boulerice dans le 
même comté, a de plus souligné que 
« l’avancement des minorités 
dépendait de l’ouverture de la société 
en général ». 

En entrevue à la suite du panel, Rog- 
er Leclerc, porte-parole du Comité sur 
la violence, s’est dit un peu déçu des 
réponses données parles représentants 
des deux partis. « Je n’avais déjà pas 
beaucoup d’espoir», a-t-il avoué. Il 



mentionne qu’aucun groupe commu- 
nautaire de gais et lesbiennes n’a jamais 
reçu de subvention gouvernementale. 
Il est donc temps, selon lui, que les élu- 
es se penchent réellement sur les prob- 
lèmes homophobes. 

Enfin, le Comité sur la violence a 
déploré l’absence des ministres et des 
portes-parole de l’opposition vraiment 
concernés par la question, c’est-à-dire 
ceux de la justice, de la santé et de la 
sécurité publique. 

Rappelons que le rapport de la Com- 
mission des droits de la personne du 
Québec faisait suite à des audiences 
publiques sur la situation des gais et 
lesbiennes tenues l’automne dernier à 
Montréal. 

« On est ouvert au 40 recommanda- 
tions. Mais ça prend un comité pour dire 
comment on peut le faire dans les dif- 
férents ministères. Il faut que l’on re- 
garde ça », a rajouté Monsieur Oré. 
Toutefois, il fut impossible de savoir si 
l’entièreté des recommandations seront 
appliquées par ungouvemement libéral.

Dancing with the devil? 

Students' Society decides today on rejoining FEUQ

McGill students may be about 
to get FEUQed — again. 

In spite of accusations that the 
Fédération étudiante universitaire 
de Québec, the province’s largest 
student union, is right-wing and 
ineffective, they may soon have a 
new member — McGill’s Stu- 
dents’ Society. 

Three years after students 
voted to pull out, Students’ Soci- 
ety VP External Nick Benedict 
wants to lead us back into FEUQ. 

“It’s the major Québec student 
organization. Any student who is 
concerned about the quality of, 
and accessibility to, education will 
be pleased that we’re working with 
our colleagues to push them for- 
ward. I don’t think McGill stu- 
dents have been heard,” said 
Benedict, who will bring the issue 
to Student Society Council to- 
night. 

Both Benedict and FEUQ 
President François Rebello argue 
that, over the last three years, 
FEUQ has been “effective" in rep- 
resenting Québec students. 

However, some have their 
doubts about FEUQ’s ability to 
represent anglophone students. 



Last year, McGill’s Post Graduate 
Students’ Society (PGSS) cited 
FEUQ’s support for Québec sov- 
ereignty as one of the major rea- 
sons for not joining. 

FEUQ wants a referendum to 
be conducted onallofitsmember 
campuses in October, the same 
month that the Students’ Society 
would join the organisation. The 
referendum will determine 
whether or not FEUQ should take 
a stand on the sovereignty issue 
and, if so, what stance it should 
take. 

Neither Louis-Mathieu 
Loiselle, vice president of FEUQ, 
nor Benedict said they think this 
will cause any problems. 

“There is no question of any 
money or political support from 
McGill going to any side of the 
debate. A lot of francophone stu- 
dent asssociations have 
sovereigntist positions,” said 
Benedict. 

But has FEUQ reformed? 

Several issues surrounded the 
1991 decision to pull out of the 
student organization, but the 
most significant was FEUQ’s in- 
effectiveness in representing stu- 
dents’ concerns. 



Many students, both 
in 1991 and now, have 
questioned the long- 
term results of FEUQ’s 
methods. There is con- 
cern that FEUQ’s “new 
partnership” policy, 
where students, govern- 
ment and business 
would pay their fair 
share of education costs, 
is too right-wing and in- 
effective.

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The Hydro Québec Industry

Hydro-Québec’s first roads north 
into the James Bay territory were 
built by a Laval construction com- 
pany named Desjardins Sauriol. The 
same year, 1973, the company do- 
nated $230,000 to the governing 
Liberal Party of Québec. 

Now called Dessau, the compa- 
ny still does work for Hydro. They 
were one of the major contributors 
to the feasibility study that Hydro 
claims gives it the go-ahead to start 
their next wave of megaprojects, on 
the Great Whale River in northern 
Québec. And they’re still donating. 

Hydro-Québechasbeen nurtur- 
ingQuébcc industry since the 1 960s, 
when it started giving big projects 
to local firms. Companies that got 
their first breaks with early hydro 
work are now among the biggest in 
the country, and they’re still build- 
ing dams and getting the final word 
on whether moredams would harm 
the environment. 

“It’s like asking the fox to guard 
the chicken coop,” says Susan 
Hilton, scientific coordinator of the 
Great Whale Environmental office. 

The Great Whale feasibility 
study, released a year ago, is a 5,000- 
page summary of about 500 studies 
done in two phases since the mid- 
’70s. The report has to satisfy guide- 
lines set in 1992 by five provincial 
and federal committees, whoshould 
announce next week if the study 
meets these guidelines. 

In all, Hydro spent $400 million 
putting it together. 

Old friends 

Hydro’s favourite engineering 
firm is theSNC-Lavalin Group, who 
have a contract for an 85 per cent 
share in the management of all 
Hydro projects. Before August 1991, 
they were two companies, both of 
which got fat on Hydro contracts. 

SNC’s first Hydro work was do- 
ing a feasibility study in the area of 
the Manicouagan River in 1954 — 
and then building the huge Manic 5 
dam on that river starting in 1959. 
Coincidentally, Hydro prez Ray- 
mond Latreille was close friends 
with the SNC partner in charge of 







construction work. 

That sort of connection was al- 
ways more popular at Lavalin, where 
president Bernard Lamarre had an 
explicit policy of hiring ex-cabinet 
ministers in order to benefit from 
their connections. He used his con- 
nections with the government to 
snare contracts to oversee the con- 
struction of the James Bay project, 
beating out SNC. 

Guy Saint-Pierre, the president 
of the SNC-Lavalin Group has an 
interesting history himself. In the 
latesixti es he worked for the Québec 
branch of Acres International, 
which was heavily involved in the 
Québec hydro industry. As Robert 
Bourassa’s minister of industry and 
commerce in the mid-’70s he over- 
saw the first years of the James Bay 
project. 

His name was floated for the 
leadership of the Québec Liberals 
in both the early ’80s and early ’90s. 
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In 1992, as SNC-Lavalin president, 
he complained that the holdup on 
the construction of the Great Whale 
dams wascostinghiscompany pre- 
cious profits, at the same time that 
the company was taking part in the 
studies that are supposed to deter - 
mineifthedamsgetbuiltinthefirst 
place. 

As for Acres (Québec), it be- 
came Rousseau Sauvé Warren when 
joined by François Rousseau in 
1970. As chief engineer of Hydro- 
Québec, Rousseau’s had been one 
of the loudest voices backing the 
James Bay project. Rousseau Sauvé 
Warren was doing feasibility stud- 
ies in the region as early as 1971. 

Not all the companies that took 
part in the study had that degree of 
high-level crossover with the gov- 
ernment and Hydro. But many — 
including Gendron Lefebvre, Pou- 
lin Theriault, Lalonde Girouard 
Letendre and Géophysique — have 
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been doing studies for the utility 
since at least the early ’70s. 

The scientific method 

That’s not surprising given how 
Hydro determines who to give con- 
tracts to. According to spokesper- 
son Marie-Pierre Bonassieux, con- 
tracts are not put up for public 
tender. Instead, Hydro approaches 
those companies it expects will do a 
good job (read: will come up with 
the right answer). 

“That’s not surprising,” Chief 
Matthew Mukash ofWhapmagoot- 
sui told Montréal-based Creenews- 
magazine The Nation last month. 

( Whapmagootsui is the Cree com- 
munitythat will be most effected by 
Hydro’s $13.3 billion Great Whale 
ambitions.) 

“It’s sure these people were se- 
lected very carefully. There is a 
strong movement within the gov- 
ernment to make sure the final word 
will be ’yes’ to the construction of 
Great Whale,” he said. 

Susan Hilton, oftheGreat Whale 
Environmental Office, says the stud- 
ies are directed more towardsques- 
tions of how to build the dams, 
rather than whether to build them. 

Calling the feasibility report “a 
5,000-page collection of thoughts”, 
she says it’s full of technical data 
with no attempt to base an argu- 
ment on them. 

Companies were more con- 
cerned with getting some of the 
preliminary work out of the way, 
rather than seriously considering 
whether they should be given the 
job to build more dams. 

The ideology that animates Hy- 
dro-Québec’s approach to the 
Québec north is shared by the com- 
panies it deals with. They assume 
that the business of science is to 
root out the laws that control the 
wilderness in order to turn those to 
the interests of industrial expan- 
sion — that the world consists of 
resources that are useless unless 
some corporation extracts them. 

I n ex-premier Robert Bourassa’s 
threebooks on the issue, hecontin- 
uously refers to rivers that just flow, 
without being controlled and 
dammed, as “wasted water”. 

Hilton argues this approach 
makes it impossible to conceive of 
the complexity of an ecosystem as 
vast as James Bay’s. Certainly it rules 
out the Cree nation’s claims to the 
land. 

"Native people have to raisea lot 
of questions about the study and its 
validity,” Chief Mukash told The 
Nation. “In my opinion, science 
doesn’t have the answers to all these 
questions.”

Créés may leave an independent Québec

What will the Créés of Northern 
Québec do if the province opts for 
separation? According to Bill Nama- 
goose, Executive Director of the 
Grand Council of the Crées, several 
options are being considered.

er, that any such plebescite is “only 
an option.” 

He said that the Créés do not 
want to “inflame the passions” of 
Québecois-es by declaring that a 
Cree referendum is an established 
fact. Instead, a parallel plebescite is 
only one of many alternatives being 
considered. 

Asecond optionbeingtakeninto 
account is bringing the Cree case to 
France. 

“ W e take for granted that the PQ 
has allies in France who will push 
fortherecognitionofQuébec(asan 
independent state),” Namagoose 
observed. 

He said that he has talked to 
people in the federal government 
who told him, off the record, that 
the PQ was gathering French sup- 
port. 

In addition, media reports from 
the CBC and CTV reported that 
Lucien Bouchard, during his last 
trip to France, met with French pol- 
iticians sympathetic to Quebec in- 
dependence. 

Namagoose went on to state that 
he foresaw some some federal poli- 
ticians using a sovereign ty campaign 
to play what he termed the “Indian 
card”, to exploit the conflict be- 
tween aboriginals in northern 
Québec and the PQ to their advan- 
tage. 

Citing Preston Manning as an 
example of such a politician, he said, 
“The big question is, ‘will Preston 



Manning defend Canada or chase 
away Québec?’” 

Namagoose admitted that the 
relationship between the Créés and 
the PQ were at an all time low. 

What about a Cree-Federal gov 
ernment coalition to fight the F . 
during a referendum campr ,n? 
Like the other scenarios, thir neis 
still only under considérât-’ .1. Cit- 
ing the constitution, wf n states 
that the federal gover .ent is re- 
sponsible for Nativp Namagoose 
said that some relai. ,nship will ex- 
ist. However, the exact nature of 
that relationship is not clear. 

Declaring that the Créés have 
the same right to self-determina- 
tion as the rest of Québec, Nama- 
goose remarked that if the Grand 
Council took part in a referendum 
campagn, they would call on fellow 
Creeand other First Nations to help. 

Finally, Namagoose admitted 
that there isa potential for violence. 
Such a situation, however, would 
be disastrous for the Créés, “not 
because we would be defeated 
militarily. very quickly, but because 
we would lose our PR stance wit h all 
Canadians.” 

In essence, the Créés have.opted 
to weigh out their alternatives thor- 
oughly before making a decision.

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The McGill Senate: a few basics

The McGill Senate makes all of the 
final decisions on academic policy 
at McGill. Here’s a guide to how it 
works: 

The powers and the people 

A list of the powers of Senate, 
establishedby ArticleSixoftheStat- 
utes of McGill University, reads like 
that of a minor deity. Some are 
straightforward, like the power to 
dissolve faculties. Slightly more ob- 
scure is the right to regulate “aca- 
demic dress and University cere- 
monial.” It aisodisciplines students, 
and may delegate this power to an 
officer. 

Most of the members of Senate 
are elected from four constituen- 
cies: teachers, librarians, students, 
and non-academic support staff. 
There are also a bunch of ex-officio 
vps, faculty deans, Board of Gover- 
nors (BoG) reps, and a couple of 
stray cats such as the Dean of Stu- 
dents. These senators are referred 
to as “the Administration”. With 
103 members, the Senate is one of 
the biggest bodies at McGill. 



By tradition, academics and li- 
brarians have a majority on Senate, 
with 50 and three seats respectively 
fora total of 53. This majority coun- 
tervails the power of the Adminis- 
tration, which might make an alli- 
ance with everyone else to overthrow 
a faculty decision. 

Back in the late 60’s, students 
won a hard fought battle for repre- 
sentation, and we currently hold 19 
seats, or roughly one fifth of the 
body. 

The non-unionized administra- 
tivesupportstaffhaveonly six seats, 
as of 1990. 

The Administration, thosemem- 
bers who hold an administrative 
office in the University, have 26 
seats, if the three BoG reps are in- 
cluded. Most of these people were 
academics in an earlier incarnation 
and will be again when their term 
expires — usually 3-5 years, renew- 
able. 

The vice-principals 

The six vice-principals are per- 
haps the most influential men (and 
they are all men) at McGill. These 
guys are everywhere and they wield 
tremendous clout. Virtually all ma- 



Senate, there are also non-Senate 
bodies that can swing large num- 
bers of votes on sensitive issues. For 
example, proposed changes to the 
Sexual Harassment Policy met with 



jor committees of the Senate are 
chaired by a vp, while the most im- 
portant of these have several vps. 
The Academic Policy and Planning 
Committee, which reviews thebulk 
of Senate’s academic work 
before it hits the Senate 
floor, has four. 

Some vps are more 
powerful than others. 

Francois Tavenas, the VP 
Planning and Resources, 
sits on seven of the ^Sen- 
ate committees, and 
chairs three of them. Bill 
Chan, the VP Academic, 
sits on ten, and is the chair 
of five. 

All six vps also sit on 
vital BOG committees, 
such as the Budget Plan- 
ning Group and the BOG 
Executive Committee. 
Knowledge and power at 
McGill is heavily concen- 
trated, and shows no sign 
of dissipating.

So is it a major or minor? 

More confusion in the African Studies Program

Last spring, students in the Afri- 
can Studies Program were out- 
raged when professors sought to 
reduce their program from a ma- 
jor to a minor, without even con- 
sulting them. Over the summer, 
their anger turned to confusion. 

The story began last March, 
when Professor Frank Kunz, then 
chair of the interdisciplinary Af- 
rican Studies Committee, sub- 
mitted a proposal to the Arts Fac- 
ulty to shrink the program. 
Attributing the decision to insuf- 
ficient resources and “staffing 
problems”, he introduced the re- 
quest at the March 15th Faculty 
meeting, to the shock of the stu- 
dents enrolled in the program. 

Amid cries of institutional rac- 
ism, students, were disgusted to 
find the study of Africa at McGill 
once again relegated to the lowest 
level of priority. As Reena Sattar, 
a student in the major program, 
said last March, “It is very dis- 
heartening to see resources going 
everywhere else, and it is clearly 
indicative of a greater trend at 
McGill.” 

The proposal to reduce Afri- 
can Studies from a major to a 
minor was eventually withdrawn 
from Faculty consideration last 
spring, though only on a techni- 
cality. Having failed to include an 
interdisciplinary seminar in the 
minor program, the profs were 
forced to withdraw their propos- 
al for future revisions. 

Abandoning the issue to fur-

ing for the fall semester proved 
very hard to reach, and well-in- 
tentioned clerks and aides didn’t 
know what to make of the dis- 
jointed pieces of information the 
profs had left in their wake. 

One admissions clerk shrugged 
apologetically, saying his office 
didn’t have to know the status of 
the various departments since 
their job is to admit new students 
to faculties only. He did offer, 
however, to read the inscription 
in the course calendar. 



Student Affairs in Dawson 
Hall didn’t know the status of 
African Studies either, though 
staff member Janis Hendrick 
had heard rumours of its im- 
pendingdemise. “I’ve heard that 
the program will soon be disap- 
pearing as a major,” she admit- 
ted. 

Having received little clarifi- 
cation regarding the program’s 
present status over the summer, 
she and her colleagues have sent 
bewildered students to Kunz in 
order to get the answers they 
need. 

Some students were mistak- 
enly told the proposal to reduce 
the program had been quietly 
replaced on the curriculum-ap- 
proval agenda over the summer 
months, and was only one step 
away from being finalized by the 
Senate. No one was available to 
confirm or alleviate their suspi- 
cions. 

When Professor Kunz was fi- 
nally reached late last week, he 
denied all rumours of quiet 
summer revisions, stating in'no 
uncertain terms that the pro- 
gram has not been reduced and 
will continue to be offered as a 
major this year. 

“As I told you last spring,” 
said Kunz in a recent phone in- 
terview. “The African Studies 
Program will continue as a ma- 
jor, and there are no proposals 
to change it right now.” 



resistancefrom the McGill Associa- 
tion of University Teachers 
(MAUT). The changes weren’t 
made. If MAUT really doesn’t like 
something, it dies on the Senate 
floor. 

Experience is also a major ad- 
vantage. Some senators have been 
sitting for decades, whilestudents 
sit for one year — just long enough 
to figure out how to navigate 
through the documents. 

Serious student co-ordination 
is crucial if the collective power 
we have is to be used effectively. 
Student senators caucus regular- 
ly in an effort to consolidate posi- 
tions before going into the Senate 
meetings. But students must be 
willing to do some horse-trading 
with other University bodies like 
the MAUT in order to get support 
for student initiatives. Sometimes 
we also have to tryand break down 
the opposition we find in MAUT 
before thedebate even gets to Sen- 
ate.

MAY 

— A right wing organization with 
tics to the current military govern- 
ment in Haiti was discovered in 
Montréal. The group is known as 
FRAPH (Front pour l’avancement 
et le progrès Haiti en), and is reputed 
to be linked to at least 53 cases of 
human rights violations in Haiti 
since February. In an interview with 
the Montreal Mirrror, FRAPH’s sec- 
retary Lionel Castana, stated that 
the group is meant to counter the 
“pro-Aristide” press that North 
Americans are exposed to. 

— The tarn tarn jam weekly ses- 
sions at Mount Royal park were 
heavily regulated this summer. A 
committee of city officials, police, 
and l’Association des artistes 
anonymes agreed on a set of rules to 
control the drum sessions. Food and 
beer sales were eliminated from the 
park in favour of ice cream and juices 
to be sold by the Centre de la 
Montagne, Mount Royal’s non- 
profit environmental center. 

Police continue tobe present each 
Sunday to make sure that alcohol is 
only consumed with meals, and to 
stop the use of other drugs. 

JUNE 

— Police station 33 began waging 
a war against Foufounes Electriques, 
one of Montréal’s most popular al- 
ternative clubs. The police began by

making regular visits to the 1 1 -year- 
old club to check for the presence of 
gangs and drugs. 

The police then asked the Québec 
liquor licensing board to review 
Foufoune’s permit, claiming that 
they have had to lay 80 charges 
against bar patrons between Febru- 
ary 1993 and April 1994. Foufounes 
management charge that the police 
are harassing their clients. They say 
that the police have raided the bar 
400 times in the past year during 
business hours. 

In response to the police effort to 
closedown thebar, committees were 
formed to organize demonstrations, 
and a petition of over 25,000 names 
opposing the decision was delivered 
to the provincial ministry of public 
security. A series of hearings were 
held until July 8 at which the police 
and Foufounes gave testimony. A 
decision as to whether or not 
Foufounes liquor license will be re- 
voked will be made after the elec- 
tion. 

— The Festival International du 
Nouveau cinéma et de la Vidéo held 
screenings on St. Laurent boulevard 
during the second week of June. At 



the same time, the Fringe Festival 
was held to showcase alternative 
theater. All of this took place along- 
side the St. Laurent sidewalk sale, so 
the Main was a happening place for 
the five days when the festivals over- 
lapped. 

— City Hall announced its deci- 
sion to cancel the 20-year-old 
Carifête celebration due to lack of 
security at last year’s event, but crit- 
ics like the International Socialists 
and the Black Community Council 
of Quebec (BCCQ) cited racism as 
the main reason for the cancella- 
tion. 

There was no consensus on the 
issue, as some members of Mon- 
treal’s black communities had com- 
plained to the city about the poor 
organization of the event in past 
years. Finally, the Caribbean Cul- 
tural Festivities Steering Commit- 
tee, an ad hoc council, was set up by 
the city to negotiate with the BCCQ. 
No agreement could be made, so the 
city opted to cancel Carifête. 

— Rollerblading is illegal on 
Montréal streets according to a law 
passed several years ago banning the 
use of toys like skateboards and 



rollerskates on the streets. Poli ce have 
said that they will enforce this law 
selectively, arresting only those who 
use their blades recklessly. 

However, this summer, 
rollerbladers had to contend with 
cyclists too, especially in Old 
Montréal. Officials at Parks Canada 
haveconsidered banningbladesfrom 
the bike paths there because of the 
numerous accidents that occurred. 
One possible solution to the prob- 
lem could be to build rollerblading 
paths. 

JULY 

— The World Cup Soccer final 
between Italy and Brazil resulted in a 
win for Brazil, and there were cel- 
ebrationsall over Montréal. The2500 
Brazilians in Montréal have tended 
to blend in with that of the Portu- 
guese, but the soccer win brought 
out Brazilians, and supporters of 
Brazil in large numbers along St. 
Laurent, St. Denis, and on the pla- 
teau, waving flags, honking horns, 
and parading in celebration. 

— After five days of final arbitra- 
tion talks in May and June, union 
typesetters and management at the 



Montreal Gazette went to court last 
July. The dispute was over the loss 70 
typesetting jobs at the paper due to 
the development of advanced tech- 
nology. 

The workers could be transferred 
to positions outside of the compos- 
ing room, but they have been reluc- 
tant to give the paper complete con- 
trol over their futures. The union 
membersargued that if they allowed 
the paper to move them around at 
will, they would no longer be in a 
position to bargain. 

— Divers/Cité brought over 
1 0,000 supporters of gay pride week- 
end onto St. Joseph on July 31 fora 
march. 

AUGUST 

— A four year moratorium on 
new alcohol permits for bars along 
St. Laurent, Prince Arthur, Duluth, 
and Rachel could end this Septem- 
ber. On August 9th, city officials were 
persuaded to hold off on changes to 
the ban on new permits until Sep- 
tember, so now new negotiations 
may begin. 

— Currently, the city has allowed 
two new pool halls on St. Laurent to 
open up, despite the already 48 bars 
on the Main between Sherbrooke 
and Mount Royal. City officials say 
that new negotiations may in fact 
lead to a decrease in the number of 
bars in the area, as regulations will 
require bars to be a certain distance 
apart.

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McGill more accessible

In the past couple of years, McGill 
has taken steps to become more con- 
venient for students with disabilities. 
Over thesummer, theuniversityadded 
totheimprovementsmadeinthesum- 
mer of 1993 and the 1993-1994 aca- 
demic year. Still more improvements 
are planned for this academic year. 

Joan Wolforth, director of the of- 
fice of Services for Students with Dis- 
abilities listed some of the improve- 
ments. 

“We have installed an FM system 
for hearing impaired people in 
Leacock 1 32 .This is the fi rst one we’ve 
put in. We’ll start movingthrough the 
auditoriums now. We’re in the proc- 
ess of putting a new ramp in Leacock 
132 so that there is wheelchair access 
to the front of the room.” 

One of the major improvements 
achieved over the summer is the codi- 
fication of barrier-free standards. A 
newmanual ,McGillbarrier-free stand- 
ards, now allows accessibility to be 
incorporated intonewbuildingsfrom 
the earliest stages. 

Accessibility has “become much 
more integrated into the planning and 
development of facilities," said 
Wolforth. She listed the new regis- 
trar’s office and the new field house as 
“being designed with barrier-free 
standards in mind." 

Many of the improvements 
planned are for the libraries. “We’re 
going to be having automatic doors 
and entrances in the McClennan and 
Red path libraries, and we’re building 
anew resource room for students with 
disabilities at the Redpath library,” 
said Wolforth. 

According to Wolforth, the Uni- 
versity received SI 00, 000 from the 
government, and ismatchingthissum, 
to be used to purchase new equip- 
ment for thelibraries such as comput- 
ers with voice synthesizers in English 
and French and ten scanners. 

A new student services building is 
still planned. Hopefully, the office of 
Services for Students with Disabili- 
ties, currently in room 301 of the 
Powell Student Services Building, will 
be more conveniently located in the 
new building. “I’ve asked for an area

trance area so that we’re sort of i n the 
main traffic flow,” explained 
Wolforth. 

The university has also expanded 
it’s campus shuttle-bus service. The 
bus now runs from 8h to 18h, five days 
a week, 50 weeks a year. There is still 
only one bus and it still only runs 
within campus. 

McGill has also made it more af- 
fordable for students with disabilities 
drive to school. “The parking fee for 
students [with disabilities] who must 
park on campus is equivalent to the 
cost of a bus pass,” said Wolforth. 

Access McGill, which had been the 
association of students with disabili- 
ties, is not going to be functional this 
year, due to a lack of interest, accord- 
ing to Wolforth. She added, “I cer- 
tainly would like it to be active as a 
group, [but] it needs the students to 
want to be involved.” 

One thing which Wolforth said 
she hoped would encourage student 
activity is the completion of the 
planned meeting room in Redpath 
Library. “You need a place for stu- 
dents to get together and right now 
there isn’t one.” The room will not be 
réady before November or Decem- 
ber. 

The National Educational Asso- 
ciation of Disabled Students is meet- 
ingherein November. Wolforth noted 
that this meeting would be a good 
opportunity for McGill students with 
disabilities to become active.
